PROGRESS THIS MORNING ABOUT THREE MILES 


WAR SUMMARY 
By Asso cia ted Press Lea sed Wire 
British and French troops attacked this morning on 
the front from Albert, northeast of Amiens to Montdidier, 
on the Av re riv er, sou theast of Amiens, ov er a front of 
approx imately 28 miles. 
Meagre reports from the field indicate that the allies 
hav e penetrated the enemy lines to an av erage depth of 
mor than 2 miles sou th of the Somme and hav e probably 
taken the v illages of Marcelcav e and La Motte-en-San- 
terre. 
Reports from Washington say that it is not believ ed 
American troops are engaged in the present fighting near 
Amiens. 
The Germans seem to hav e had adv ance knowledge 
of the Plans of the allied commanders in chief, for du ring 
the past ten day s they hav e ex ecu ted three local retire­ 
ments on the northern section of the line—two in the Pic­ 
ardy salient and the other along the Av re riv er. In both 
cases the enemy has retired to positions which offer par­ 
tial protection. 
The fighting in Picardy recalls the great allied offen­ 
siv e of 19 16 and the Germans “strategic” retreat to the 
Hindenbu rg line in Febru ary and March of 19 17. 


La unch New' Offensiv e To da y . 


(Associated Press Leased Wire.) 
On the French Front in France, Au g. 8 (11 a. m.)—A 
combined attack by the French and British was begu n to­ 
day at dawn bet wet i Albert and Montdidier. Satisfac­ 
tory progress was ma de despite strong enemy resistance. 
Along the French front the artillery preparation oc­ 
cu pied 40 minu tes, after which the troops left their trench­ 
es with wonderfu l dash. Before 8 o’clock considerable 
progress had been made and all the first objectiv es had 
been attained. 
The assau lt began ex actly at dawn on a front of from 
40 to 50 kilometers, and su ccess was scored immediately . 
The British adv anced toward Cerisy -Gailly , on the 
sou th side of the Somme, east of Sailly -Lau rette and Mar­ 
celcav e. The French adv anced at the same time in the di­ 
rection of Demu in and Au bercou rt. Arou nd Morisel and 
Moreu il the German resistance was teriffie. 


British Struck o n 1 2 Mile Fro nt. 
By Asso cia ted Press Lea sed Wire 
With the British Army in France, Au g. 8 (11:30 a. 
m.)—The British attacked ov er a 12 mile front on both 
sides of the Somme this morning. Ail their objectiv es 
were attained in the first fou r hou rs of fighting. A con­ 
siderable nu mber of prisoners and gu ns were taken. Great 
interest su rrou nds these operations. 
Du ring the night the Germans heav ily bombarded the 
British lines. 
An ex tra large nu mber of tanks accompanied the 
storm troops, clearing the way for them in the gray light 
of dawn, and su bdu ing enemy strong points. 


New Driv e Crosses Av re-Lu ce Valley . 
(Associated Press Leased Wire.) 
With the British Army in France, Au g. 8 (Reu ters)— 
French and British tanks and troops hav e crossed the 
Av re-Lu ce v alley in the new driv e commenced this morn­ 
ing. I’he German positions ju st sou th of the Ancre riv er 
were heav ily attacked by the British. Their assau lt ex ­ 
tends to the sou th where their right wing joins the French 
line. Three qu arters of an hou r later the French took u p 
the battle.

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made a base hospital some day , bu t 
that remains to be seen. Now 1 pre­ 
su me I shou ld begin to receive some 
mail. Dear knows, I hope so. bu t it 
takes several weeks to get this going 
right, so I am told. 
This is a bright, su nny place, bu t 
bo far, not stru ck with being too 
warm. 
I am so glad to get settled 
down and know what we are going 
to do and where we will be. 
This 
place was occu pied by Evacu ation 
Hospital No. 5, and they are still 
here bu t got orders today , so we will 
have fu ll charge. Ou r staff has been 
partly made u p, and I am assigned 
to the su rgical staff in charge of 
some wards, and a member of the 
operating team. We can accomodate 
300 patients and will be able to take 
many more in a pinch. 1 am very 
mu ch pleased with the bu nch of 
doctors, becau se there isn’t a rou gh 
neck among them and the enlisted 
men are above the average in many 
way s. I was officer of the day Thu rs­ 
day last, and one of the du ties is to 
look after the gu ard. 
None of ou r 
boy s made any trou ble hu t the bu nch 
with Evacu ation No. 5 has six in the 
gu ard hou se. 
They got me u p at 
11:30 to settle two fellows who had 
been down town and retu rned with 
two mu ch wine. The gu ard was su p­ 
posed to call me in case of trou ble 
I am with a very nice lot of men and 
feel very well satisfied so far, and 
hope I can do mu ch to help end this 
war. We are not far from the front 
Some of this cou ntry looks so mu ch 
like Illinois and Iowa that 
I 
can 
hardly believe I am so far from home 
and In France. This cou ntry has al- 
w&y s been a war torn cou ntry , bu i 
after this time, things will be qu iet 
for some time, 1 hope. 
As y et, have 
not seen any one from home, only 
the school teacher. Mr. Hirschman. 
He spoke to me one day on ou r way 
throu gh France. We have good roads 
all throu gh France so far as 1 liavt 
seen, bu t don’t see manv au tos. The 
first Su nday at this place, one of the 
Captains and I took a walk of six 
miles and better. W as a little tired 
bu t I am hardy as a pine plank and 
haven’t missed a meal since coming 
here. The people are very nice bu t 
of cou rse the langu age is not easy 
a hospital is alway s bu sy . 
W e had 
to learn, especially if y ou are bu sy 
with other matters, and y ou know 
15 cases of mu mps come in the othei 
day , and we have had large nu mbers 
of su rgical cases of all kinds. 
Ou r 
bu ildings are all like those at Green- 
leaf and the streets are covered with 
stone. Wish I cou ld send y ou some 
pictu res bu t can not. The operating 
room and laboratory are very nice 
for a camp and we will be able to 
do good work, In fact, mu st do good 
work. 
The water su pply is fine, and 
comes from a spring on a hill hig h( 
enou gh to fill a tank and keep a good 
pressu re. 
We have a small electric 
light plant and it works fine. Ju st 
a little city of ou r own which can be 
moved if need be withou t 
mu ch 
trou ble. 
If the line goes u p, we go u p 
too. 
At present, I am rooming with a 
captain from Portland, Maine, and a 
very fine man. 
The officers have 
separate qu arters, and they all have 
their washing done at the same place, 
and 1 assu re y ou it is done well. 
Another woman near by , does any 
kind of mending and better than 
any tailor for some jobs, so we art 
well situ ated. 
I am the oldest man 
on the staff. The Major is only 40, 
and Capt. White and Capt. Yates 
both abou t 4 6, so I am the daddy of 
them all, bu t I aip not older in many 
way s. 
Was in an old chu rch Su n­ 
day morning which was bu ilt In 17 34. 
I t is stone, stone roof and floor and 
oak benches. 
The bu ildings hqr< 
a re pu t u p to stay and were, 200 
y ears ago. Some chu rches here were 
pu t u p 800 y ears ago. Ou r ” Y” is 
away now bu t hope to be fixed with 
another soon, 
llad a nice dinner to­ 
day , followed with apple 
pie 
and 
cheese. 
Only the pie was made of 
dried apples. 
Still it was very good. 
One of ou r own men will have to b 
cook from this on and 1 hope he is 
as good as the fellow who leaves 
with No. 5. 
If he is not well enou gh 
trained we will need to be fu rnished 
with a trained cook, which the army 
tries to have on hand. 
Have y ou ever heard from 
my 
lau ndry in New York or if it was 
stolen on the boat? 
I think it was 
the latter. 
Tell Alice 1 wou ld like 
to see her. 
When 1 come home, 1 
will su rely bring her a wrist watch 
that will ru n. and that she can re 
member France by . 
Saw some nice 
ones a few day s ago. bu t this is too 
soon to begin to bu y . 
This writing seems all one sided to 
me and has been for two months. 
The mail will su rely begin to come 
pretty soon. 
1 often wonder what 
Robert is doing and if he got thru 
school this spring. 
Now I will say good by e and cl os > 
so as to pu t this throu gh the proper 
channel and start it on the way to 
America. 
Give my regards to all inqu iring 
friends.

ILLINOIS SERVES AS MODEL 


That Illinois, as a food p roducing state, is meeting its war obligations 


splendidly, is shown in a rep ort of the Food Production and Conservation 


Committee to the State Council of Defense. 


“ Illinois and Iowa are the two greatest food p roducing states in the 


Union,” the rep ort says. 
“ Together they p roduce about 25 per cent of the 


country’s corn crop, and the largest p rop ortion of its live stock . 


“ There are five counties in Illinois, any one of which p roduces more 


bushels of cereal crops than the combined total cereal crop of the six New 


Eng&lnd states. 


“ Illinois was requested to raise 100,000 acres of sp ring wheat this 


year. 
Kane County alone p ut out more than 20,000 acres, and the state 


a3 a whole will raise at least twice the num ber of acres ask ed for and p rob­ 


ably three times as many. 
This is typical of her resources. 


“ Illinois this year is p roducing its greatest food crop, and with the 


greatest labor shortage the state has ever had, the crops are being cared for. 


“ The state as a whole is ex p eriencing its ‘peak p eriod’ for labor. 
In 


spite of this, the demand for farm help through our county organizations 


and the Chicago office, has been lighter than at any p revious time. 
This is 


a great recommendation for the efforts of the U. S. Boys’ Work ing Reserve 


in placing on Illinois farms over 17,000 boys, and for our emergency farm 


labor camp aign which was successful in enrolling over 50,000 emergency 


work ers from the small towns of the state. 


"Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Christie, a t the conference of rep ­ 


resentatives of twelve Middle-West States, reviewed p articularly the work 


of Illinois and Kansas, and considered the results as remark able. 
He 


stated that the W a r Dep artment has continually received comp laints from 


other p arts of the country on the drafting of ex p erienced farm hands, but 


General Crowder is determined tha t no ex emp tions be granted, and in a 


statement to the farmers of the Northwest, said: 


’The farm ers in those sections which a re confronted with the p roblem 


of harvesting wheat at a time when some of their help will be called to the 


colors, should receive an insp iration from Kansas and Illinois. 
In general, 


the farmers of that section faced the same situation, yet every acre of grain 


was cut and shock ed by small-towns people who resp onded to the call.’ 


“ During the last census decade, the area of imp roved 
r:n land in Il­ 


linois increased by 394,104 acres. 
However, we have now about reached 


the limit of total possible acreage, and any increase in Illinois’ crops m ust 


be largely through soil imp rovement.” 


SAVING AND SERVING.

KITCHEN IS ONE OF 


MOST IMPORTANT OF 


ARMY REQUIREMENTS 


Behind 
British Lines in France— 
The importance of the k itchen depart 
ment of the army cannot be ov errat­ 
ed. for if men are to work hard and 
efficiently they mu st be decently fed. 
For this reason the King’s Regu la­ 
tions prov ide that it is the first du ty 
of ev ery commanding officer to see 
that the soldiers' meals are properly 
and su fficiently prov ided. It’s fu rther 
ordered that an officer mu st inspect 
the k itchens and cook hou ses 
ev ery 
day , while the same officer mu st v is­ 
it the barrack s rooms and mess tents 
du ring the break fast, 
dinner 
and 
su pper hou rs to see if there is any 
cau se for complaint. 
The k itchen establishment of 
a 
British army camp v aries widely u n­ 
der different circu mstance?. As gar­ 
rison centers 
m France, 
the cook 
hou se is a large bu ilding shared by 
sev eral u nits ami is u nder the charge 
of a sergea it-’Iiof who ha® been 3*cr 
a special cou rse in military cook ing. 
It is his du ty to su perintend person­ 
ally all cook ing done in the regimen­ 
tal cook hou se. Each u nit, in its tu rn 
has a chief cook who is responsible 
for all the meals of his u nit. 
In the field, howev er, the 
cook 
hou se is a thing of mu shroom growth 
When a u nit is on the march the sim 
plest method of constru cting a tem­ 
porary k itchen is to place a nu mb?r 
of k ettles on the grou nd in parallel 
rows, block the leeward end of the 
passag e thu s 
formed with 
another 
k ettle and light a fire In the impro­ 
v ised trench. As soon as the fire has 
been started one or two rows of k et­ 
tles can be placed on ton of ‘Jioso al 
ready in position. 
If the stay at any particu lar spot 
is lik ely to be for 
any . appreciable 
length of time, a good field k itchen 
is improv ised by digging a trench for 
the fires, and placing the camp k et­ 
tles abov e this. Sometimes a chimney 
is bu ilt of sod. 
For a stay of three or fou r day s, 
regu lar field ov ens a r e constru cted. 
An arch of sheet iron is erected and 
on top of this a lay er ot nay is piled. 
With this ov en it is possible to giv e 
the men roast meat for „dinner as of­ 
ten as the joints are 
forthcoming 
from the su pply colu mn. 
Enou gh 
bread to feed a whole battery can be 
bak ed in one of these ov ens.

Duckbill Most Singular Animal. 
The most singular of all created ani­ 
mals bear the scientific name of orni* 
thorhyncus anatinus. 
Ornithorhyncus 
is from the Greek. Ornls. a bird and 
rhyncus, a beak. Anatinus is Latin and 
means p ertaining to the duck. This 
singular animal is the duckbill, an 
aquatic, egg-laying mammal about 18 
inches long, exclusiv e of the tail which 
is 6 inches long, with a body somewhat 
like that of an otter, and found only 
in southern and eastern Australia and 
in Tasmania. The body of the duckbill 
Is cov ered with short, close fur. The 
mouth has horny p lates instead of 
teeth. Duckbills are fine swimmers, 
though they are awkward on the land. 


Power Exerted by Growing Squash, 
A,writer recalls an exp eriment once 
made at Amherst agricultural colleg e. 
In which a young squash was p laced 
under a steel harness and ill a wooden 
cradle in such a manner that its ex­ 
p ansiv e force as it grew was exerted 
against a lev er on which weights were 
carried. 
After about two months m e­ 
chanical energy of more than two tons 
was registered and when the harness 
burst under the strain a week later a 
weight of two and n half tons was 
raised and could hav e been carried If 
the squash had been p rop erly sup ­ 
p orted.

MUNITIONS 


To the United States Food Adminis­ 
tration’s former ap p eal to “p ut loss 
in the garbage p ail,” has recently been 
added the request to "take more out.” 
In other words, don't waste or burn 
your garbage, for it can be utilized to 
help beat the Hun. 
The American garbage p all, with its 
20.000,QGO p ounds of waste a year, can­ 
not be entirely eliminated, but it can 
be enlisted in the cause of food sav ing, 
the United States Food Administration 
believ es, so a nation-wide camp aign 
for sav ing of garbage has been started, 
i Did you know that one ton of garb­ 
age contains enough glycerine for the 
charge of fourteen 73-uiillimeter shells, 
enough fatty acid for one hundred 12- 
ouuce cakes of soap ,'enough ferlilizer 
elemqp ts to grow eight bushels of 
wheat, and a score of other materials 
v aluable in ammunition making? 
Chicago Inv estigating. 
In 
Chicago 
alone, 
inv estigation 
shows that there are more than 73.000 
families liv ing in ap artment houses 
where the garbage is burned. 
As the 
av erage amount of garbage p er fam­ 
ily is one-half p ound a day, these fig­ 
ures would show that 18 tons of garb­ 
age are going to waste ev ery day in 
Chicago, or 558 tons p er month (1,- 
0lG,0o0 p ounds). 
The city of Chicago has v olunteered 
to collect garbage from these ap art­ 
ment houses, and a p atriotic ap p eal is 
being made to the landlords and fami­ 
lies residing In these ap artments re­ 
questing that they no longer disp ose 
of their garbage in Incinerators or 
otherwise allow it to be destroyed, so 
that it cannot be utilized. 
Garbage 
collected by the city will be taken to 
The Municip al Reduction Plant. 
To Keep Waste Separated. 
Housewiv es are being requested by 
the Food Administration to keep all 
waste food p roducts sep arated from 
other household refuse. 
Furthermore 
the city will not collect garbage which 
is mixed with other refuse. 
If the garbage now being destroyed 
In cities of from 100,000 p op ulation 
were disp osed of by feeding, about 
30.000.000 p ounds of p ork v alued at 
85.000.000 would he av ailable, assum­ 
ing only 50 p er cent of efficiency. Add 
to this the v alue of grease and tankage 
destroyed in cities of ov er 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 
p op ulation, you hav e ov er $11,000,000 
worth of p otential food v alues being 
destroyed each year. 
Is your community help ing to make 
up this ap p alling total? 
Are you do­ 
ing anything to cut it down? 
If n # , 
why not? These are the questions the 
Food Administration is asking of ev ery 
community.

ICE 
CONSERVATION 
URGED 


Householders Told How to Economize 
on Ice. 


With the ap p roach of hot weather, 
conserv ation of ice Is urged up on 
householders by the United States Food 
Administration. 
As the use of ice hj 
the household is of such assistance in 
p reserv ing 
food 
and 
administering 
comfort during the summer weather, 
ev ery effort is being made to see that 
all families receiv e a sufficient sup p ly, 
but extrav agant and unnecessary con­ 
sump tion is being discouraged. 
The Food Administration has there­ 
fore issued the following suggestions 
for ice conserv ation by householders: 
Put ice in the refrigerator as soon 
as it is deliv ered. 
Keep the refrigerator In a cool p lace 
See that refrigerator doors fit tight 
and are kep t closed tight. 
Do not op en refrigerator doors more 
often than necessary. 
Ev ery time 
they are op ened the cold air p ours out 
and the warm air that takes its p lace 
is cooled at the exp ense of ice. 
Do not p ut warm food in refrigerator. 
Let It first cool to the temp erature of 
the atmosp here. 
See that the trap through which the 
meltage p asses out at the bottom of 
the refrigerator is kep t in p lace. This 
trap is liable to become lost or broken, 
in which case a constant stream of 
warm air will flow into the refrigera­ 
tor. 
Ice should not he used In serv ing 
fruit and sen food. Serv ed direct, from 
the refrigerator, they are cold enough. 
Do not p ut more ico than Is neces­ 
sary into glasses of water, tea and 
other drinks. 
A bottle of water kep t 
In the refrig erator will answer all re­ 
quirements for cool drinking water. 
Av oid detaining the ice deliv ery 
man; owing to the scarcity of help he 
Is p robably serv ing a larger route 
than ev er this year. 
Co-op eration on 
the p art of the householder in this re­ 
sp ect will enable him to cov er a great­ 
er territory and release labor for other 
essential p urp oses.

Baltimore, Lan caster, F a.; York. Pa.; 
Prin ceton , N. .T.; An n apolis, Md.; Tren - 
ton , N. J., an d New York. 
From 1776 
to 1785 the con g ress met n t Philadel­ 
phia three differen t times, an d it met 
at New York from 1785 to 1789 .
